will prevent the multiplication of 
malignant diphtheria bacteria in 
the mouth, and often kills them off 
within a few hours. 
If virulent 


diphtheria bacilli are exposed to 
saliva or are placed in a glassful 
of saliva, they are almost invaria- 
bly changed to non-virulent forms, 
or else killed off altogether. 


There is perhaps a variation in 


the potency of the saliva from 
time to time. Under certain con- 
ditions it may not act as promptly 
or as completely as at others. It 
is possible in these periods of lo\\ 
potency that germs of one kind or 
another get a foothold in the 
mouth cavity. 


Not only diphtheria, but many 


other forms of disease producing 
jerms are destroyed in the same 
way. Whatever substance it is in 
the saliva that is destructive to 
jerms, it is destroyed by heating 
to about 120 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Somewhat the same thing is true 
to the normal mucus of the nose. 


These studies indicate the mis- 


leading nature of claims made for 
mouth 
antiseptics 
and 
nasal 


douches. The claim that a mouth 
antiseptic kills all germs in a very 
short period of time is, in most 
instances, untrue. Any antiseptic 
which will kill the germs will also 
kill the cells of the mucous mem- 
brane. Most of the antiseptics so 
advertised are extremely weak in 
their ability to kill bacteria, and 
as these studies show, it is much 
better to let nature's own antisep- 
tics in the saliva and nasal mucus 
kill off bacteria in their own way. 
It is even possible that certain 
mouth antiseptics do harm by in- 
hibiting the bacteria killing power 
of the saliva and nasal mucus.

slaughters, 7.881 criminal assaults, 
55,660 robberies, 47,534 aggravat- 
ed assaults, 
278,823 
burglaries, 


716,674 
larcenies,

automobile thefts.

The Brotherly Love of Judah 


"BRASS TACKS" ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

each other, even as God also in 
Christ forgave you.") 


THOSE WERE twenty long and 


sad years for Jacob since the day 
he bade Joseph farewell and sent 
him out to see how his brothers 
were getting on with their sheep, 
and received back his torn, bloody 
coat with the suggestion of the 
older sons that some wild beast 
had killed Joseph. 


"Joseph is Yet Alive" 


Then came the years of tamine 


and the brothers returned from 


their second journey 
to 
Egypt, 


bringing back the corn with the 
news to Jacob that "Joseph is yet 
alive, and he is ruler over all the 
land of Egypt." It is no wonder 
that we read of the aged father 
that "his heart fainted, and he be- 
lieved them not." It seemed too 
good to be true, too much like one 
coming back from the 'dead after 
twenty years. "And they told him 
all the word of Joseph, which he 
had said unto them; and when he 
saw the wagons which Joseph had 
sent to carry him, the spirit of 
Jacob their father revived: and Is- 
rael said, It is enough; Joseph my 
son is yet alive: I will go and see 
him before I die." Thus Israel 
took his journey with his entire 
household 
numbering 
seventy 


souls, and came down into Egypt, 
into the land of Goshen in the fer- 
tile Nile delta which Pharaoh gen- 
erously allotted them. 


Discipline Develops a Nation 
It was a significant journey in 


that it marked the beginning of a 
sojourn which was to continue for 
four centuries and was to develop, 
after Joseph's death into a most 
grievous slavery before God should 
raise up Moses as the emancipator 
of the nation thus developed and 
disciplined by the rigors of their 
bondage.

sugar small. Small crystals make 
the meringue easy to cut and aids 
in accomplishing the desired chew- 
ing qualities, as well as smooth 
texture. 
In the mixing-, a large 


portion of the sugar is dissolved. 
During the baking, -which is really 
a drying-out process, the moisture 
evaporates and the sugar recrys- 
tallizes. The egg white functions 
by keeping the sugar 
crystals 
apart, avoiding coarseness. 


The heavy, wet paper lining for 


the pans makes it possible to re- 
move the meringue from the pans 
as easily as a layer cake. The pa- 
per may be pulled off each layer 
when the cake is cooled, without 
cracking or damaging- the mer- 
ingue. 


Serving Suggestions 


Meringue cake is enjoyed by all 


who like ice cream, because it is 
so often served with ice cream 
between the layers and fruit or 
with whipped cream on the top. 
Put the cake together like a layer 
cake, spreading sweetened fresh 
strawberries and a layer of vanilla 
ice cream between the layers. For 
a topping, use chilled and sweet- 
ened whipped cream, and garnish
